Some intimated that the 
order would not be recalled except by 
a reconvened session of the union's 
convention.

LIGNITE MINERS STRIKE. 


About 1,000 lignite miners of North 


Dakota went on strike as a snow 
storm swept across the state but none 
returned and the state appeared fair, 
ly well supplied with fuel.

The attitude of the miners leaders

The young bee 
la the larva stag* are enormous con 
sumers of honey and of cours* cor 
respoijdlngly lessen the amount of 
honey* stored. 


POOR SEASON. 


This was a poor s«ason for honey 


Mr. Johnson took about lt|j pounJf 


Of honey from two of his colonies. The 
other two wore late swarnn and he 
took no honey from them 
In a nor- 


mal season his bees should have pro- 
duced a surplus of 300 pounds. He 
takes his Honey from the hives In 
the comb and this greatly lessen.' 
production. If the honey Is extracted 
and the comb replaced In the hive the 
bees will produce two or three times 
the amount of honey. 


The drouth In midsummer was the 


cause of the small honey crop. The 
drouth ctit short the clover blossoms 
which are the most prolific source 
of honey. The honey that was stored 
was fall honey and was gathered

known as smart weed. 


TWO TONS LAST TEAR. 


O. B. Corman, who lives seven miles 


east of Decatur on the Cantrell street 
road, Is one of the best known bee 
•alsers In the county. 
He has be- 


tween fifteen and twenty colonies. 
He Is still a young man but has been 
n the bee business twenty years. 
There Is nothing else on his farm, he 
says, that pays so well for the labor 
and capital. Last year be and an- 
other man with about the same num- 
ber of colonies took off two tons of 
loney. 
He extracts the honey and 


sells only the strained honey. 


Mr. Corman says that he gives his 


bees but little attention. 
They re- 


main on the summer stands during 
th* winter. He covers the hives over 
with straw to keep off the moisture. 
He has known the snow to have drift- 
ed over them eight feet deep, but they 
came out all right In the spring. He 


has handled bees In every sort ot 
hive from the old fashioned "cum" to 
the most modern bee house contrived. 
It -was He that bought the late E. 
A. Gastman apiary when It was sold. 
He has taken honey from bee trees, 
from dwelllng«,-.from barns, 
and 


from such other places as bees se- 
lect for their homes. He once took 
honey from the walls of a, house, -he 
says, and lound comb six teet long. 
There are a good many houses that 
have colonies of bee* housed In the 
walls. He Is frequently called upon 
to remove them, but can not often 
take the time to do It. 


NOT DORMANT 


Dean Johnson for the winter en- 


closes his bee hives In an outer cas- 
ing and fills th* space between this 
and the hire with dry leaves, This 
Insures warmth for his bees and les- 
sens th* chance of their exhausting 
their stores and dying. Bees do not 
remain dormant during cold weather, 


but hang in clusters and are con- 
stantly in motion, th* b**a *a Us 
outside constantly boring In and thu 
Inner bees being forced out. 
This 


energy produces heat and means In- 
creased consumption of stores. 


OTHER APIARISTS 


Tom Pltner Is an apiarist who de- 


rives both pleasure and profit from 
his bees. H* keeps his bees In the 
country where th* opportunities for 
honey gathering are no doubt better 
than In th* city. He got a pretty 
. good crop of honey this year. 
' 
I. C. Evans to another who hat a 


nice bunch of bees, and W. E. Black 
Is on* of th* best known men In the 
gam*. He Is spoken of aa,a prince of 
a fellow and Is. always ready to help 
somebody else In th* matter of bees. 
It Is a peculiar fact that a beeman 
Is nearly always a pretty good fellow 
to tl* to. It may be that It Is the 
Inherent quality of the man that 
makes him take to bees that he learns 


something from th* b**s. As) a nat- 
ter of fact, tktr* Is a l*t U l*ar*> 
from bees It *n* car** u obs*rv* 
then}, 


Th* advice Is th* b*e men Is that 


on* hlv* or two at moat, Is *nough to 
begin with. On* can find out from 
this small beginning whether he likes 
bees or not. If he doesn't Ilk* them, 
th* sooner he quits th* gam* th* bet- 
ter. If he does like It his colonies 
will Increase as rapidly as his know- 
ledge of, bees. 
It Is a fascinating 


business If on* takes to It. There 1* 
no end to be* literature, and there 
Is scarcely any end to bee appliances.

Discusses Soil Building on 


His Farm 


Walter Row*, the well known eorn 


ox pert of this county, wa* Judge at 
the Taiewell county corn show last 
month and the Peor!» Journal re- 
cently carried quite a story of what 


Mr. Row* I* doing; In coil building- on 
his farm near Decatur. The article 
says: 


METHOD USED. 


'Although Mr. Rowe Is a young 


man. He Is an experienced farmer and 
has used limestone, rock phosphate 
and legumes with success since 1911 


"Of his method of soil building he 


says: "Primarily we are dairy farm- 
ers. We have been using rock phos- 
phate since 1911. 
We hare been 


growing alfalfs. 
since, 
1907. We 


started In to grow alfalfa before we 
used any rock phosphate or llme- 


•tont. 
It was rather uphill work 


until we began to use phosphate and 
limestone. We found practically no 
difficulty In getting stands of 
falfa after the same began to be 
used. 


" 'We have a system on our farm. '. 


think Mr. Mann put It into words In 
this way: 'Feed the minerals to the 
legumes, and then feed all of your 
legumes, and all of your crop resi- 
dues to your grain crops!' ThU Is the 
system we try to follow. 


'"We sell very little from our farm 


except milk and eggs. All of you

comes on Tuesday of this week, will 
bring to the minds of most Decatur 
cltlslns the wild jubilation of last 
Nov. 
11, the tears and smiles; the 


shrinking of whistles and blowing of 
horns and th* waving of flags and 
banneri. But Decatur members of 
Co. A., 124th Machine Oun battalion, 
have no memorlj* of sueh 
things. 


Some of them already hav* begun 
their reminiscences of their activities 
this time last year on the battle- 
fields. 


TWENTY MILES FROM METZ 
Exactly one year ago today, the 


company had Its rear headquarters 
at Longcau Farm, near th* Woevre 
Plain, about twenty miles west of 
Meti. The company was in th* Tl- 
olnity of Thlllot 
and 
St. Maurice. 


About 11:39 o'clock on the night of 
NOT. 
9th, orders cam* through for 


the company to move to Doncourt, 
about six miles away, for an attack 
with th* 131st In'antry.
